Hereditary Home of a Tribe Who 
Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 
Centuries. 


RARE ORCHID AGAIN FOUND 


Plant Long-Sought Has Been B-fflle- 
covered on Recent Thibet 
Expedition.

An orchid which for 50 years hee 
baffled all the attempts of collectors 
lo find its native haunts has been re­ 
discovered. 
This orchid is the cypri- 
pedium Fairieanum, which is one of a 
random collection made in Assam In 
1857, sent to London in the same year 
and bought by a Mr. Fairle, of Liver­ 
pool, in whose possession it bloomed 
and was daily hailed and described in 
orchid literature as one of the moat 
beautiful orchids hitherto known. Sev­ 
eral other plants of the same orchid 
came with it, and the species was ai 
once 
named 
Fairieanum, after 
Mr 
Falrie. 
From the day of its first discovery, 
In tpite of scores of expeditions and 
perilous journeys by collectors, not a 
single plant was found 
until 
some 
member of the Thibet expedition, a 
few months ago, discovered a whole 
bunch of the plants. 
He sent them 
along to Calcutta, whence two were 
dispatched 
to Kew. and others 
are 
gradually coming through to England 
“Probably another 50 years 
wii 
elapse ere more Fairieanum are found.” 
said a British specialist, “for no pri­ 
vate collecting expedition is likely to 
venture into such a country. My own 
belief is that unless another military 
ax lodition traverses the same ground 
there will never again be a chance of 
getting plants.” 
The plant flowering at Kew has five 
growths and two flowers. The second 
plant is developing five blooms. 
The 
flower has a slender, hairy scape about 
’en inches in height, a prominent and 
charming dorsal sepal, one and three­ 
quarters Inches in length by one and 
»ne-quarfer Inches in breadth, with a 
*hitd ground beautifully veined with 
violet purple and with brownish green 
veins near the center and whitish hairs 
around the margins. The petals droop 
and have an upward curve at the tips; 
they are one and one-half inches in 
length, with a white ground streaked 
with purple and yellow.

margin of the petals is much undulated 
xnd covered with 
prominent 
purple 
hairs.

greenish-brown In color, veined with 
brownish red and covered with •hey* 
lairs. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 
body of water called 
Brunside lake,

(known as Flower island) is, as it has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each, as he himself has been 
c hief for more than half a century. 
Think of a dynasty extending over 
a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are 
carefully 
roofed with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost imperishable. The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter­ 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves is carved the peculiar heraldic 
i asignia of the king who sleeps be­ 
neath, and above him are placed re­ 
ceptacles for the mah-no-min (wild 
rice), fish, berries and other food 
which are brought annually by the re­ 
lated members of the tribe to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de­ 
parted.

MEMORABLE SESSION

Washington, June 30. —Yesterday 


was the last day of Congress, for today 
it will adjourn at 3 o'clock. "There was 
even some hope that by staying in ses- 
sion until after midnight it could avoid 
another session, but eager as the mem- 
bers are to escape the stifling heat of 
Washington, several things prevented 
this consummation, one of them being 
that the engrossing clerks will not be 
able to finish their tasks until after 
noon of today. 


The conference difficulties which have 


>een preventing adjournment were rap- 
idly disposed of yesterday. The report 
on the rate bill was brought in. • It oc- 
casioned some rather desultory debate, 
and was then adopted in a manner which 
made a ridiculous climax for the great 
struggle which has marked the progress 
of this measnre. At the moment it 
>ecame an act of Congress, so far as 
the legislative body can make it, there 
were not twenty people in the galleries, 
nd indeed, there were hardly so mauy 
enators on the floor, and v, hat was a 
ingular circumstance, none of those 
enators who engaged so actively in the 
ebate of two months ago were present 
when the final question was put. The 
vice president sat mopping his brow 
with one hand and fanning himself with 
the other. Mr. Bacon had just sat 


down after making a few criticisms of 
the report. Mr. Fairbanks waited a 
moment. No one else seemed disposed 
to speak. The senate had exhausted 
itself. 


"All in favor of agreeing to the con- 


ference report will say aye." Silence. 
"All opposed will say no." 
Silence. 


"The ayes have it and the conference 
report is agreed to," declared Mr. 
Fairbanks, whereupon he resumed the 
fanning and mopping of his brow. In 
this perfunctory way did the rate bill, 
"the most important legislation since 
the Civil War," become an act of Con- 
gress. 


Afterwards the conference report o 


the pure food oil I was adopted, an 
then the senate watted impatiently fo 
the report on the agricultural appropr 
ation bill, which provides for the in 
spection of meats. But on this it ha 
yet to endure some further debate, ai 
ter which the conferees retired to fi 
up the report in accordance with th 
demands of the house.

REPUBLICAN SCHEME TO 


CARRY THE TERRITORY 


Muskogee, I, T., June 30.-The re- 


publican organization in Indian Terri- 
tory is not going to lose any time 
•boat getting before the commission in 
making constitutional districts the fi- 
gures on where the big republican pop- 
ulatiqn is. Neither is the organization 
| goingno be in a hurry about turning in 
ft to the same commission the growth in 
I' population that it has found in the 


Choctaw and Chickasaw nations by the 
political census that it is taking. 


The plan of the republican machine 


is already apparent. It is to show a 
heavy increase in population in the re- 
publican districts, and a light one in the 
democratic districts since the last Fed- 


V oral census was taken in 1900. The 
/ idea IB advanced by a republican news- 
i paper or two, and it was corroborated 
' by A. ty. Archer in the interview yes- 
fe, terday. Mr. Archer is in charge of the 
^republican headquarters for Indian 


"Territory at Muskogee. 
. Mr. Archer said, "We are taking 
a complete political census of the en- 
tire Indian Territory. 
Within sixty 


days we will have all of the northern 
part of the territory, including the 
Creek, Seminole, Cherokee and Quaw- 


paw nations covered. It will take lon- 
ger than that to complete the work in 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations. 
We expect to have this information at 
hand for use by the commission that is 
to make the constitutional districts, 
except that of the Choctaw and Chick- 
asaw nations. We are not pushing the 
work as fast in some parts of the ter- 
ritory as in others. The immigration 
has not been so heavy in these nations 
as the others since 1900, and the census 
of that year will be a better guide for 
those nations than for the others." 


This same statement has been ad- 


vanced editorially in republican news- 
papers, and the two big southern na- 
tions are already raising a howl. They 
claim that the increase in population 
there has been as great as anywhere 
else and that they are entitled to just 
as many delegates to the constitutional 
convention as the other nations where 
there is a big republican vote.

He also signed the naturali- 
zation bill and the bill for the con- 
struction of a 'lock canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama. 


FRANTZ SAYS HE WILL NOT 


RETIRE FROM POLITICS 


Guthne, O. T., June 29.—Governor 


Frantz states that there is nd truth in 
reports that he intends to resign his po- 
sition as governor of Oklahoma and get 
'out of politics. He also says that he 
has no intention of^ becoming a major in 
the regular army as has been reported. 


"I intend to stay right here in Okla- 


homa," said the governor. "I have no 
intention of resigning as governor of 
Oklahoma, and am not tired of politics. 
I have had all I want of the army for 
the present, and am satisfied to remain 
in civil life." 


A democratic paper contains an arti- 


cle stating that ^Governor Frantz had 
declared to close friends that he intends 
to leave politics as soon as he can with- 
out injuring his party, and that he has 
no desire to hold office in the new state. 


Friends of Governor Frantz state that 


he never was in better position to gain 
advantage by remaining in politics. As 
a member of the board which will form 
the districts for the constitutional con- 
vention, Governor Frantz will be able 
to perform a great service for his party 
and the new state. He is in harmony 
with the present republican territorial 


organization, and can reasonably expec 
consideration from that source if he 
should be a candidate for any position 
of trust in the new state. He has been 
a resident of Oklahoma for a number 01 
years and is familiar with conditions 
here. 


It has been stated that Governor 


Frantz will be a candidate for governor 
of the new state, although he has not 
committed himself on that subject. 
Certain factional interests are making 
a strong fight against the Governor and 
some of his former political friends have 
turned against him and are lending as- 
sistance to the inspectors who were sent 
to the Territory by the interior depart- 
ment to investigate Frantz's record. 
His enemies are mostly from the ranks 
of those who has disapproved appoint? 
ments he has made and not within the 
camp of the republican party of Oklo- 
homa as represented in the county and 
territorial organizations. 


It is believed that Frantz's friends 


will ask him to enter the gubernatorial 
race in the new state and that a boom 
will be started in the interests of his 
candidacy within the next few months. 


LEADING INDIANS WILL 


ESPOUSE DEMOCRACY 


Kinta, I. T., June 30.—To show the 


drift of Indian sentiment, politically, 
in the Choctaw nation, it is common 
talk in this vicinity that when the cam- 
paign opens in full in greater Oklaho- 
ma, Green B, McCurtain, governor Jof 
the nation, will not only espouse the 
democratic party but he will enter ac- 
tively into the arena. 


Hitherto it has been Governor Me- 


Curtain's policy to keep aloof from pol- 
itics as being more becoming to his po- 
sition as long as he was governor and 
nad to deal on behalf of his people 
with the department of the interior. 


Those who know the governor best 


declare that, like General Pleasant Por- 
ter of Muskogee, the governor of the 
Creek nation, he has always been a 
democrat at heart. In South McAles- 
;er it is also understood that the gover- 
nor's son, D. C. McCurtain, the promi- 
nent lawyer, will cast his fortune with 
the democratic party. 


If the trend of the Indians may be 


told by their leaders' positions only 
the full-bloods will remain with the 
republican party. In the Cherokee na- 
tion, however, William C. Rogers is 
not only a democrat, but a democrat 
of the old school who has always tak- 
en an active interest in his party and 
who will take an active part in the 


coming campaign. Governor Brown of 
the Seminole nation is a democrat as is 
Governor Johnson of the Chickasaws.

An orchid which for 60 years baa 


baffled all the attenpts of collectors 
to find its native haunts has been re- 
discovered. This orchid is the cypri- 
pedlum Fairieanum, which is one of a 
random collection made In Assam in 
1857, sent to London in the same year 
and bought by a Mr. Falrie, ot Liver- 
pool, in whose possession It bloomed 
and was dally hailed and described la 
orcaid literature as one of the most 
beautiful orchids hitherto known. Sev- 
eral other plants of the same orchid 
came witfc it, and the species was at 
once named 
Fairieanum, after Mr 


Falrie. 


From the day of its first discovery, 


la tj?ite of scores of expeditions and 
perilous journeys by collectors, not a 
single plant was found 
until some 


member of the Thibet expedition, a 
few months ago, discovered a whol# 
bunch of the plants. He seat them 
along to Calcutta, whence two were 
dispatched to Kew, and others are 
gradually coming through to England. 


"Probably 
another 50 years will 


elan** ere more Fairieanum are found," 
said a British specialist, "for no pri- 
vate collecting expedition is likely to 
venture Into such a country. My own 
belief Is that unless another military 
ax )oditlon traverses the same ground 
there will never again be a chance of 
setting plants." 


The plant flowering at Kew has five 


growths and two flowers. The qecond 
plant is developing five blooms. The 
Rower has a slender, hairy scape about 
'en Inches in height, a prominent and 
tharbaing dorsal sopal, one and three- 
quarters inches in length by one and 
tne-quarter inches in breadth, with a 
white1 ground beautifully veined with 
violet purple and with brownish green 
veins near the center and whitish hairs 
around the margins. The petals droop 
and have an upward curve at the tips; 
they are' one and one-half laches in 
length, with a white ground streaked 
with purple and yellow. 
The upper 


margin of the petals is much undulated 
and covered with prominent purple 
hairs. The pouch is rather am»" 
greenish-brown In color, veined wit* 
brownish red and covered with 
lairs.

THE PILLAGER INDIANS. 


Hereditary Home of a Tribe Who 


Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 


Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 


body of water called Brunslde lake, 
north of Lake Superior near the Ca- 
nadian boundary, contemns, 
among 


over 100 other beautiful islands, a cer- 
tain sunny Islet that is of great inter- 
est to the archaeologist, 


These islands' and 
waters, 
writes 


Frank Abial Flower, In Records of the 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa- 
gans. * * * One of these islands 
(known as Flower island) is, as it has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each, as he himself bas been 
chief for more than half a century. 


Think of a dynasty extending over 


a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are 
carefully 


roofed with cedar bark, which, wben 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost Imperishable.
